AN ACT Relating to grandparent rights; and adding a new section to
chapter 26.09 RCW.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF WASHINGTON:

{+ NEW SECTION. +} Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter
26.09 RCW to read as follows:

(1) A grandparent may petition for visitation rights under RCW
26.09.240. The court may order visitation rights for the grandparent
that include the right to:

(a) Take the child for medical treatment when needed;

(b) Pick up the child from school if the child is ill;

(c) Take the child on activities that may include fishing, picnics,
vacations, shopping, and visiting book stores and the public library;

(d) Be involved in the child®"s school activities;

(e) Take the child to church and church activities; and

() Be notified of any change of address or residence of the child.

(2) A grandparent may petition for custody of a child under RCW
26.10.030 if something happens to the child"s parent.
